No photographer — professional or amateur 
— can expect to cope with the many problems 
that arise in photography unless his camera — 
his modern camera — is provided with all the 
essential camera movements. 


When a camera is pointed: up, even slightly, 
to include the upper part of a building, the 
resulting picture will show the building as if it 
were falling back. This is because the lens 
: ‘sees’ the building elevation in true perspec- 
tive with the lines converging. But, it looks 
unnatural because we expect the sides of a 
‘building or other vertical structure to be par- 
allel. A similar illusion is encountered when 
we point the camera downward, as when 
photographing books on a table. The picture 
shows the books as if they were tilted or fall- 
Ing forward. This is perspective distortion. 


The solution to this problem is in the use of 
swings and tilts of the camera back. The 
camera is pointed up or down to include the 
subject. The back of the camera is then ad- 
justed until it is vertical, or parallel to the 
subject being photographed. When observed 
through the ground glass, it will be seen that 
as the back is brought into this position, the 
lines of the image become parallel. 


Another problem is one of keeping objects, 
at different distances from the camera, in fo- 
tus — getting all the objects sharp. The usual 
method is to close down the diaphragm to a 
small aperture for increased depth-of-field or 
depth-of-sharpness. This, however, is only a 
compromise. Stopping down sacrifices lens 
speed ~ often when most required. 


The ideal approach to such a problem is to 
vse a camera with both lens and back 
Movements. The principle is quite simple: 


Every_lens-to-subject distance has its particu- 
lar lens-to-film distance. By tilting or swinging 
the back in, one position will be found where 
both near and far objects are sharp, even at 
maximum aperture. 


This problem often arises in portraiture. The 
subject is seated at an angle. The left shoulder 
is closer to the camera than the right. By 
swinging the left side of the back (photog- 
rapher’s point of view) so that its distance to 
the lens is increased, both shoulders will come 
into sharp focus. 


The important advantage in using camera 
movements for focus control is that in this way 
each object is in critical focus. And any de- 
sired lens aperture may be employed. Tre- 
mendous depth-with-sharpness may be 
achieved by combining this technique with the 
practice of stopping down the lens. Dramati-

Our choice as the most cooperative 
model we’ve ever met is Herman, a 
Diamondback rattlesnake residing at 
the Bronx Zoo. We met Herman 
through Henry M. Lester, photo- 
graphic consultant to the Zoo, which 
has been engaged since April, 1954, in 
trying to get high-speed motion pic- 
tures of a rattler striking. 

It seems that out of more than 25 
snakes imported from Texas, only 
Herman could be counted on to pro- 
duce every time, and at the right mo- 
ment (running time of the film is only 
about 114 seconds, and the 34 flash- 
bulbs fired at every run cost about 
$10). 

Anyway, we watched Herman go 
through his paces recently. It doesn’t 
take much to get him mad. Dr. James 
A. Oliver, the Zoo’s curator, made a 
few passes with the target, Herman 
unwound and struck while the 34 flash- 
bulbs went off, and the Zoo had an- 
other record of one of the fastest ac- 
tions on earth. 

We almost forgot to mention that 
Herman also sets off the flashbulbs 
himself. Seems Henry Lester uses 
what is called a sensitive capacitance 
relay (actually it’s a tiny broadcasting 
transmitter) with a sharply delineated 
zone. When Herman strikes, his head 
enters this zone and causes an electri- 
cal disturbance which is relayed to an 
electric switch that closes the flash-

bulb circuit. So when we say Herman's 
cooperative, we mean just that. How- 
ever, thus far, Herman has steadfast- 
ly refused to help Lester reload the 
camera.

new photo books 


GENERAL LEE'S PHOTOGRAPHER, The 
Life and Work of Michael Miley, by Mar- 
shall Fishwick. 94 pages. Many illustra- 
tions, 4 color plates. University of North 
Carolina Press (for The Virginia Histori- 
cal Society) Chapel Hill. Price $7.50. 

In Lexington, Va., after the Civil 
War, there lived a famous man and an 
obscure one. General Robert E. Lee 
was known to every American, and to- 
day Michael Miley is tagged as the man 
who made the portraits of him which 
grace the history books. 

In photographic history, he has per- 
haps a better. claim. He worked out a 
dry-plate formula better than most of 
those in use during his time and made 
some excellent carbon color prints (the 
forerunner of the carbro process to- 
day). But he was happy all his life in 
comparative obscurity, making his liv- 
ing at college pictures rather than 
competing with the “names” in New 
York. 

As a brief record of his life with 
some of his pictures, this is valuable 
as a note on our background in photog- 
raphy. We can thank the university 
presses for making books like this one 
possible, even at this price. 

It has some weaknesses. The selec- 
tion of pictures is not completely con- 
vincing that Miley was a great pho- 
tographer, and the compiler’s notes on 
photography are somewhat confusing 
—not strictly technical enough for real 
accuracy, nor lucid enough for the gen- 
eral reader.—GEORGE B. WRIGHT

WEST, by James D. Horan and Paul Sann.

Publishers, Inc. Price $5.95. 

Gary Cooper never rode the gutted, 
mud-filled streets of the tank towns 
of the old Wild West. The men who did, 
with a few exceptions, were a slovenly 
bunch indeed. Particularly the law- 
abiding people. The outlaws seemed 
More gentlemanly and much cleaner. 
This isn’t the way you’ll see the West 
via CinemaScope and Technicolor, but 
that’s the way the West was—and 
that’s just the picture you'll get of it 
from this fascinating book. : 

There are six sections: The Early 
Days of Outlawry in America; The 
Forty-niners and the California Vigi- 
lantes; "The Violent West; The Wild 
West; Cattle Crisis and the Long Grim 
Aftermath; and The Wild Bunch. Each 
Section is subdivided and deals with 
Specific outlaws, groups of outlaws, 
events or law officials.

er untapped sources. A good number 
are straight Rogues’ Gallery photo- 


‘graphs; but you’ll also find pictures of 


Calamity Jane drinking beer with 
friends, law officers holding up the 
bodies of the Dalton Gang after shoot- 
ing them, Jesse James shortly after he 
was shot. (The number of outlaws 
photographed shortly after departing 
from this world makes the book a 
questionable item for the squeamish.) 

The photographs of the towns of the 
West and the saloons, where the good 
and the bad did their drinking, shooting 
and photography, round out the pic- 
ture. 

This book will not teach you photo- 
graphic technique (the generally un- 
known photographers found it much 
less important than the technique of 
shooting guns first, loading cameras 
later). But as a document of what an 
important part of history photography 
can play, there are few examples to 
surpass it.—H. K.

Sometimes it’s fun to make minia- 


ture sets look real, but here’s how 


to make reality miniature. 


Most of the stereo photographs that 
we are familiar with have been taken 
in a normal manner; that is, with the 
two lenses of the camera spaced the 
regular  eye-interocular distance 
(2%”) apart. This results in stereos 
that are viewed with the illusion that 
we are looking at the original subject 
again, exact same size and all. This 
month let’s experiment with the taking 
of stereos where two cameras are used 
together, some distance apart, there- 
by giving you a lens interocular much 
greater than normal (Photo 1). 























1. Wide base stereos make your subjects 
appear as miniatures. Here’s a proper 
setup for making them, front and rear. 


This is not “hyper-stereo” that I’m 
talking about exactly ... at least not 
in the usual sense. I suppose that most 
of you are at least acquainted with 
hyper-stereo, even if you haven’t ac- 
tually used it. This is the practice of 
taking far-away, flat-type scenics with 
an extended stereo base (up to many 
feet) that imparts “extra” depth to 
this type of scenic . . . which would 
otherwise be as flat as a regular 2-D 
photo. The usual method is to cap one 
lens of the stereo camera, take one 
photo, then—after moving to the right 
er left several feet, whatever is re- 
quired—cap the other lens and com- 
plete the taking of the stereo. This is 
hyper-stereo as it is generally regard- 
ed and is normally used, if it’s used at 
all, on distant scenics where there is 
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modern STEREO 












nothing very close to the camera to 
give depth. Stereos taken from atop a 
tall building or from a cliff fall in this 
category. 

Qne of the characteristics of hyper- 
stereo photos, the one we’re interested 
in here, is that the resultant wide-base 
stereos very often take on the ap- 
pearance of miniature sets or 
“models’’. The subjects look very small 
and close at hand. I call them ‘“Stereo- 
smallies.” 

For those of you who are interested 
in doing something new in stereo, here 
is a perfect avenue for experimenta- 
tion. Hyper-stereos, as such, have 
never seemed to hold any great appeal. 
Most people object to a scenic that 
looks like a miniature. On the other 
hand, by deliberately capitalizing on 
this feature, many amusing results 
can be obtained. Rather than thinking 
of hyper-stereo in terms of distant 
scenics, regard its possibilities with 
subjects relatively close to the camera. 


Make people miniatures 


Here’s where you can have a lot of 
fun! Get together with a friend who 
has a stereo camera the same make as 
yours, and hook the two cameras up 
together as shown in Photo 1. I used a 
piece of angle iron, but any board or 
similar contrivance that will hold two 
stereo cameras level with each other, 
about fifteen inches apart from view- 
finder to viewfinder, will do. It should 
be constructed so that it can be 
mounted on a tripod more or less as 
shown here. Also, the two cameras 
should be mounted so that each may 
be horizontally ‘rotated’ about its 
own individual axis. This is necessary 
so that both can be directed to center 
upon exactly the same field. With these 
minimum requirements, you’re all set 
to take “‘stereosmallies.” 

Now, with a bit of ingenuity and 
the proper choice of a subject, you can 
make the people in your stereos ap- 
pear very tiny, maybe about twelve 
inches tall. It’s so obviously ‘“impossi- 
ble” that it’s quite humorous. 

Basically, here’s how you take this 
type of stereo. With the two cameras 
mounted 15 in. apart as shown, put 
them on a very tall tripod (see Photo 2, 
page 38). Either the tripod must be 
especially high or you must arrange 
some other method to bring the cam- 
eras up fifteen or more feet into the 
air. Within limits, the higher the bet- 
ter. Since your resultant stereo is sup- 
posed to give the effect of the viewer 
looking down upon supposedly tiny

people, the “down upon” effect has to 
be created through the use of cameras 
high above the subjects. Looking 
through the viewfinder of one of the 
cameras, line up your scene just the 
way you want it. Then, without dis- 
turbing the main assembly, line up the 
second camera so that it views the

same as the first. Important: keep 
your closest subject at least fifteen or 
so feet away from the cameras... or 
the parallax resulting from having to 
toe-in the careras too far will be so 
great as to make viewing of the fin- 
ished slide uncomfortable. This is 
something you'll have to determine for 
yourself by experiment. Finally, take 
the picture. (Later on, when your film 
comes back from processing, cut it up 
into stereo pairs in the regular man- 
ner and exchange one side of the pair 
—your right for his left, say—wii 
your friend owning the other camera. 
This gives you each a “Stereosmallie” 
of your own.) 

For the best results, it’s necessary 
that both of the camera shutters be 
“triggered” at exactly the same in- 
stant. Years ago, when I first began my 
experiments along this line, I used 
regular cable releases . . . one on each 
camera. With a little practice it’s not 
at all difficult to get so that you can 
release the two camera shutters simul- 
taneously. With the left hand the left 
camera release and with the right hand 
the right release. In this manner you 
can even photograph crowds of people 
without worrying especially about 
movement mussing up your stereo. 
Lately (see Photo 1 again) I’ve been 
using a synchronized release that cou- 
ples the shutters of both of my cam- 
eras together automatically, making 
the synchronization just that much 
more simple. This isn’t absolutely 
necessary, I just wanted you to know 
that it was available. (For more in- 
formation regarding this pneumatic 
shutter release, write to the Stereo

There’s room for experiments 


Before going any further, or getting 
you started actually taking ‘“Stereo- 
smallies,’’ I’d like to point out that this 
is a relatively uncharted field. It’s far 
from being an exact science, because 
it’s one of those peculiar instances in 
stereo where theory and actual view- 
ing “fact” don’t agree at all. Each 
different subject is completely new. 
After a lengthy period of experimen- 
tation I have finally decided that the 
15 inch lens interocular is the most 
appropriate. Theoretically, then, with 
this stereo base which has been ex- 
tended to more than five times the nor- 
mal 2% in., you might quite naturally 
assume that every shot you took would 
automatically give you the tiny-people 
effect. Strangely enough, it doesn’t 
work out that way at all. Sometimes 
the “miniaturization” is quite pro- 
nounced, and just as often it’s hardly 
noticeable. Also, different people view- 
ing the same slide will react different- 
ly. The photographer who is well ac- 
quainted with stereo in all its aspects 
views this type of slide from a com- 
pletely different approach than does 
the newcomer to stereo. The stereo 
man knows what to look for, so he sees 
it “properly.” Most people have to be 
led by the hand, so to speak, if they 
are to enjoy the viewing fun of this 
type of photo. You do this by the prop- 
er setting of the scene. 

For example, let’s go back to 
Photo 2 again. This is the ideal type 
of set-up: your people are in the imme- 
diate foreground and the main scenery 
is in the distant background. The girl 
and the two boys appear very tiny be- 
cause of the wide interocular, yet the 
distant building seems perfectly nor- 
mal. The building is far enough away 
from the spread-apart cameras so that 
the wide interocular has little more 
effect (visually, to most of us) than 
would the regular interocular. This 
achieves your goal here: to put tiny- 
appearing people in normal-appearing 
surroundings. 

This particular column, admittedly 
not an “easy” one, is written in the 
nature of an experiment. I’d like to 
think that many of the serious ama- 
teurs who are looking around for new 
stereo worlds to conquer will take an 
idea like this and use it as a spring- 
board to all sorts of adventure. Take 
my word for it: a successful “‘stereo- 
smallie” is quite an achievement, pro- 
ducing one of the most intriguing ef- 
fects in stereo. But it’s not by any 
means a cut and dried affair. You have 
to keep trying until you achieve just 
the proper effect. Your subject, your 

background scenery, all are important. 

Important, too, is that you team up 
with someone who has a camera with 





pretty-nearly-exactly the same focal- 
length lenses as yours. If they’re not

similar you’ll get a set of fifteen-inch- 
apart stereos all right, but they’ll be 
very difficult to mount and view prop- 
erly (since one image will be larger 
than the other). A suggested solution 
to this problem—if any particular set 
of two stereo cameras produces any 
disturbingly great degree of variance 
in image size—is to limit yourself to 
photos that have a bit of sky at the 
top (see Photo 3). This makes it easy 
to line up the two transparencies, left 
and right, without getting into too 
much viewer problem. Through hand 
mounting if necessary, the difference 
in image size can be “taken up” by the 
blank sky at the top. Just line the bot- 
tom points up exactly.

3. A wide-base stereo made these peo- 
ple seem only 12 in. tall, yet the 
background appeared normal in size. 


Photo 3, by the way, was taken with 
two Leica cameras on individual tri- 
pods set 18 in. apart. In the original 
stereo, the people and flowers in the 
foreground all look very tiny, contrast- 
ing with the normal-sized-appearing 
building in the background. At the be- 
ginning of my experiments I thought 
that it might be simpler to use two 
Leicas that way ... but using two 
stereo cameras gives you results that 
are easier to handle, mounting-wise. 
Also (Photo 3, still), always keep in 
mind that your cameras must be lo- 
cated quite high—fifteen or twenty feet 
is swell—for these photos. This look- 
ing-down-upon effect is an important 
psychological force that helps con- 
vince the persons viewing your slide 
that they are indeed viewing very tiny 
people. In this particular instance I 
was fortunate in that a bridge cross- 
ing at this point gave me a perfect 
vantage point for shooting down. 
Therefore, my regular-height tripod 
was perfectly adequate. Another 
“natural” vantage point may be had 
by shooting out of a second story win- 
dow, etc. I’ll leave it to you to work 
out your own situations. 

Which is where I leave you. If you 
run into trouble, let me know about it 
and I’ll try to help you out,—THE END

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DO YOU NEED A CAMERA WITH RANGEFINDER FOCUSING 


A RANGEFINDER works like a pair of eyes. There are two 
windows, inches apart, each seeing the same subject from 
a slightly different angle. As a subject gets closer to your 
eyes, your eyes converge or cross. As a subject gets closer 
to the camera, and you move the lens outwards to focus 
on it, a cam connected to the back of the lens mount 
moves an arm on which a prism sits. The prism turns to 
follow the subject. The prism reflects its view to a par- 
tially silvered mirror which reflects this view back to 
your eye. The partially silvered mirror also passes the 
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direct view through it back to your eye. You see two 
images (or two halves of one image): one moves, the 
other doesn’t. When both scenes are aligned and you 
see only one image, the camera is in focus. A rangefinder 
system gives the camera manufacturer a complete choice 
of shutter construction, here a behind-the-lens, leaf type. 
The brightness of the viewfinder-rangefinder is com- 
pletely independent of the camera lens, and the settings 
of the lens are independent of the rangefinder which is 
always at its brightest. Rangefinders operate at eye level.

OR A PRISM REFLEX WHICH FOCUSES THROUGH THE LENS? 


THE EYE-LEVEL PRISM REFLEX focusing system is a post- 
war innovation which allows you to focus and frame di- 
rectly through the lens of the camera while it’s held to 
your eye. The light rays from the scene enter the camera 
lens. Instead of continuing on to the film, they are reflect- 
ed upwards by a 45-degree mirror onto the bottom of a 


solid glass prism. An image is formed ‘on the bottom of 
the prism. This image is reflected in the prism and 
brought, greatly magnified, to eye-level. You see the scene 
just as the lens sees it and the film will record it. When 
the lens is unfocused, the image is unsharp. When the 


lens is focused, the plane of sharpness is crisp and clear. 
As you stop down the lens, the image on the ground 
glass darkens, but you can see the zone of sharp focus 
get deeper. No matter what lens you place on the cam- 
era, you still see the exact view and focus. When the shut- 
ter release is pressed, the mirror swings upwards and the 
shutter action exposes the film. Prismatic devices incor- 
porating split-image rangefinders have been built into 
some prism reflex models. A few feature interchangeable 
prism rangefinder and plain ground glass focusing. A 
small number have both eye-level and waist-level finders. 

(CONTINUED) 
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GENERAL FOCUSING 
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Most optical rangefinder cam- 
eras have a coincidence or su- 
perimposed type of rangefinder. 
In a centrally placed circle. rec- 
tangle or triangle, there's a dif- 
ferently hued area with a sec- 
ondary image. You focus the 
camera by moving the two 
images together until they co- 
incide, form one image at the 
point where you have focused. 
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Most prism-reflex cameras have 
a ground glass focusing system. 
When the lens is not focused, 
the image on the ground glass 
appears blurred. It’s in focus 
when the plane on which you 
focus becomes sharp. The larger 
the lens opening, the easier it 
is to focus, so focusing is gen- 
erally done with the lens wide 
open no matter the exposure. 
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SPLIT-IMAGE FOCUSING 
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A number of rangefinder cam- 
eras have split-image range- 
finders instead of the coincident 
or superimposed type. The 
split-image rangefinder shows a 
scene split horizontally or verti- 
cally. You focus the camera by 
aligning one part of your picture 
with the other. Sometimes the 
two halves of the picture overlap 
making fast focusing easier. 
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A few prism reflex cameras have 
split-image rangefinders built 
into their ground glass focusing 
systems. This central, round 
rangefinder image is always 
sharp but is split down the mid- 
dle. You can focus by aligning 
the two halves or by bringing the 
subject into sharp focus on the 
rest of regular ground glass. 
Above, subject is out of focus. 
















SPECIAL CASES 
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An increasing number of range- 
finder cameras have projected 
frame lines to outline the pic- 
ture-frame area. These frames 
make it easier for the viewer to 
check the exact edges of his pic- 
ture area. On one camera. the 
new Leica M-3, the frame fea- 
tures automatic parallax com- 
pensation plus different frames 
for different focal-length lenses. 
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The Contaflex eye-level prism 
system of focusing and viewing 
is unique. There are two rings 
as seen through the viewfinder. 
The inner ring is a split-image 
rangefinder..The outer ring fea- 
tures ground glass focusing. The 
rest of the viewfinder area re- 
mains sharp and bright at all 
times. indicating only the picture 
area.

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Rangefinder cameras produce 
rangefinder or viewfinder images 
completely separate from the 
lens opening. You can first set 
the aperture to any stop you 
wish and then focus with the 
rangefinder which is always at 
maximum brilliance. Here’s the 
aperture setting on a typical 
rangefinder camera, a Nikon. Fo- 
cusing is independent of aperture. 
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WIDE-ANGLE LENSES 


Wide-angle lenses for rangefind- 
er cameras are compact. The 
camera can be slipped into a 
pocket. But the viewfinders of 
such cameras do not show the 
framing area. You need an ac- 
cessory viewfinder such as this 
zoom-type which fits atop the 
camera. Such a finder must be 
set to the proper camera-subject 
distance to correct for parallax. 





TELE LENSES 


Lenses of extremely long focal 
length, such as this 250mm 
Nikkor, do not normally couple 
to the rangefinders or viewfind- 
ers of the rangefinder cameras. 
Consequently, you need acces- 
sory reflex housings with con- 
necting cables and releases to 
operate housing and the camera- 
shutter release together. The 
Nikon housing is one of the best. 
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No matter what focal-length lens 
you use on a prism-reflex cam- 
era, you need no auxiliary view- 
finder. The prism shows the 
ground glass image produced by 
whatever lens is on the camera. 
Therefore, a long focal-length 
lens is muck less complicated 
to use on a reflex. Here’s a 
360mm Schneider Tele-Xenar 
£/5.5 lens mounted on an Exakta. 
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RANGEFINDE 


RANGEFINDER FOR OUTDOOR ACTION: You 
see a picture possibility with plenty of action. Perhaps it’s 
a city scene like Joyce Wilson’s shot above. Using a range- 
finder camera, you can follow the action closely, ready to 
release the shutter at the precise, necessary instant. After 
the shutter is released, you can continue to follow the scene 
in your viewfinder while you wind film to the next frame. 
With a prism-reflex camera, the lens must be stopped down 
to its predetermined opening before the picture is taken. 
You may lose the exact action while you’re doing it. An 
automatic lens helps, but you still lose time either cocking 
the automatic device after exposure or compressing the 
spring mechanism before. You cannot follow action be- 
tween shots as the finder window becomes obscured at the 
time of exposure.

PRISM REFLEX FOR CLOSEUPS: 
For portraits, for scientific work, it’s hard 
to beat the prism reflex system of viewing 
and focusing. Come as close as you want to 
your subject, use closeup lenses, extension 
tubes, bellows, microscope adapter. You 
can always view and focus on the ground 
glass and see your picture framed prop- 
erly. Harold Feinstein focused to 18 in. 
without accessory equipment. When you use 
most rangefinder cameras closer than three 
feet, you need special rangefinder attach- 
ments to take the same picture the prism 
reflex makes with no accessories at all.

PRISM REFLEX? 
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RANGEFINDER FOR DEPTH: The 35mm view- 
finder is often like a three-ring circus. Here Harold 
Feinstein had to cope with important action in the fore- 
ground as well as the background. To get both within the 
depth of field, he stopped down his lens to £/16 and made 
the exposure at peak action while looking through the 
bright viewfinder window. If a prism reflex user attempt- 
ed to focus with his lens at full aperture, he would be able 
to watch the action sharply only on the plane at which he 
focused. If he focused and then stopped his lens down to 
£/16, the ground glass would be too dark to watch clearly. 


RANGEFINDER FOR CANDIDS: Did these 
people mind having Harold Feinstein photograph them? 
The rangefinder camera can be used for such candids 
admirably. The shutter is generally much quieter than 
that of the single-lens reflex. Prism reflexes, even when 


favored by a professional photographer, cannot be used 
on jobs such as shooting TV shows, recitals, or plays 
where shutter noise would distract from performances. 





PRISM REFLEX? 


PRISM REFLEX FOR LOW LIGHT: When 
using apertures of f/2.8 or f/2, there’s no need to 
stop down the lens of prism reflex cameras after 
focusing. You can shoot at the same aperture. With 
the prism reflex, you can see exactly what is in focus 
at £/2.8 or £/2 and what isn’t. Here, Feinstein con- 
centrated on his foreground figures, saw on his 
ground glass just how blurred the background would 
be. A rangefinder cannot show you depth visually. 


PRISM REFLEX FOR FRAMING: Here’s 
what appears to be an easy photograph to make, 
yet it proved difficult if not impossible, unless done 
with a prism reflex. With a rangefinder camera, Fein- 
stein planned to make a vertical shot centering the on- 
stage actor in the narrow curtain slit. The 90mm lens 
on his camera made an auxiliary viewfinder neces- 
sary. Such viewfinders must be set for the correct 
subject-to-camera distance to prevent parallax error 
(discrepancy in area between what a finder sees and 
what the lens sees). But the viewfinder could be set 
only for one subject, the actor at 30 or the slit at 
10 ft. Since chances of missing the actor in the small 
slit were so great, Feinstein, to make sure he got 
the picture, switched to a prism reflex with which 
he could see the exact field of view of the taking lens. 











35mm Cameras: 


WHAT DO YOU GET 
FOR $50 TO #100? 
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RIGIDITY: An accurately made die- 
cast metal body assures a firm sup- 
port for lens and film plane, resists 
bending and distortion. Kodak Signet 
has ball bearing lens mount, is ex- 
ample of rugged construction. Rigid 
metal bodies are not as compact as 
some other designs. 
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INTERCHANGEABLE LENSES: Use- 
ful feature, if you need it. Diax, here, 
has wide range of focal lengths. In- 
quire if your choice interchanges eas- 
ily, or needs modification to do so; 
cameras under $100 mostly have be- 
hind-lens skutters, which have some 
speed, aperture limitations. 
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COMPACTNESS: Folding bellows 
35’s, are mere handful, slip into pock- 
et easily, but are less sturdy than rigid 
body types. UNIT FOCUSING: On 
Ansco Super Regent entire lens moves 
in and out as focused. This is pre- 
ferred to front element focusing, is a 
must in more expensive cameras. 
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RAPID ACTION: Vitessa, here, has 
plunger operated film advance-shut- 
ter wind (left forefinger), rangefind- 
er operated by right thumb, allows 
two-hand, speedy action. Several un- 
der $100 have single throw lever for 
film advance (photo 12). Knob, lever, 
plunger—easy operation is a must. 





COUPLED SHUTTER WIND: Shutter 
is cocked as film is advanced, thus 
camera is “ready” with one move- 
ment. FRONT ELEMENT FOCUSING: 
In Ansco Super Memar and other less 
expensive cameras, lens is focused by 
turning front element only. If well 
made, these can give good results. 
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THROUGH LENS FOCUS: Only sin- 
gle lens reflex has this, important for 
extreme closeups, scientific work, 
careful composition, or with long fo- 
cal length lenses. Exa is under $100 
with certain lenses. Price wars on 
some other single-lens reflexes some- 
times bring them under $100. 




















NEVER BEFORE could you get as much 35mm camera for 
under $100 as you can today. True, in pre-World War II 
days, prices were lower by far. But today’s cameras in- 
corporate design improvements which even the most 
expensive cameras didn’t have 15 years ago. Consider, 
for example, the rigidity and accuracy of film plane pro- 
vided by one-piece, die-cast body construction, machined 
film channels, ball bearing lens mounts. Or shutters which 
provide full synchronization plus a self timer. Or coupled 
shutter cocking and film wind; coupled rangefinders of 
real quality; double exposure prevention. You may not 
find all the desirable features in one camera. But, there 
are certain aspects of quality which should be “musts” 


in this price range. Some of them are indicated in the 
picture captions below. Here are a few more. 

For general use a coupled rangefinder is necessary. 
At medium and close ranges, with lens at wide apertures, 
it’s almost impossible to get sharp focus “by guess.” 
Whether the camera has a split image or coincidence 
rangefinder (see page 50), whether rangefinder and view- 
finder are combined or separate, is largely a matter of 
personal choice. 

Insist on a set-and-release shutter, rather than a self- 
cocking type. With the latter, a single pressure on the 
release button first cocks the shutter, then releases it. The 
set-and-release type may be (Continued on page 113) 











RAPID FOCUSING: Speed of opera- 
tion, main virtue of 35mm, is lost if 
focusing is slow, awkward. Graphic 35 
has two-hand, push button system. 

BODY RELEASE: Fumbling around 
on shutter for release button is un- 
desirable. Release should be on cam- 
era’s body, easy to reach, as here. 
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RAPID REWIND: Long overdue fea- 
ture, even in high priced cameras. 
Vitessa’s crank, here, permits smooth, 
rapid return of 36 exposure roll to 
cartridge. Highly desirable, may even 
be a must, if you shoot much action 
and must reload camera in minimum 
possible time with least effort. 









SHUTTER SPEEDS: Range should be 
as wide as possible, certainly no less 
than from 1/10 sec., or slower, to 
1/300 or faster. LIGHT VALUE 
SCALE: Latest shutter wrinkle is Com- 
pur with LVS. Speeds have been re- 
arranged, diaphragm cross-coupled to 
speed control to simplify exposure. 
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EXPOSURE GUIDE: Back of Signet 
carries comprehensive, easy-to-use ex- 
posure guide for variety of films un- 
der different conditions. If you want 
this extremely useful feature, check 
that your choice has guide which car- 
ries up to date selection of both black- 
and-white and color films. 











SYNCHRONIZATION: Both X (for 
electronic flash) and M syne (for me- 
dium peak flashbulbs) are a must. 
Shutters with only X or M limit or 
prohibit certain types of flash pic- 
tures. SELF TIMER: This is lots of. 
fun, and once you start to get into 
your own pictures you'll appreciate it. 
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EXPOSURE METER: Built into Zeiss 
Contina Ila, this is an excellent fea- 
ture. Importance to you of any single 
feature, on any camera, should be 
weighed against what you need, and 
which other features, if any, have 
been left out in order to incorporate 
it in the camera. That’s the test. 
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WHY NOT BUY AN 
UNDER $50 CAMERA? 


HOW GOOD is a 35mm camera under $50? Should you 
buy one as your first camera? Is it suitable for a second 
camera so you can shoot either black-and-white or color 
film at will? Well, if you’ve been thinking of inexpensive 
cameras as they used to be just before World War II 
take a good look at the chart of “under $50” 35mm cam- 
eras on page 60 (the equivalent pre-war bracket was 
roughly under $30) and start revising your opinion. 
More and more features of expensive equipment have 
been incorporated. Lenses on the average are faster, 
some of these cameras have rangefinders; built-in flash 
synch and all-metal body construction are the rule. This 
all adds up to newly designed tools for good picture- 
making—and features many people still associate only 
with high, wide and fancy camera prices. 

Here are three photographs by Harold Feinstein— 


each made with a camera costing less than $50. Yet in 
terms of picture quality these shots can’t be told from 
photographs made with far more expensive equipment. 
This doesn’t mean that there aren’t any limitations with 
the inexpensive 35. Of course there are, but they’re fewer 
than they used to be. 

So let’s see what is possible with this group of 35’s— 
how much action you can catch, how to get the best pic- 
ture quality from your lens (usually of 3-element con- 
struction), how dim the light can be even when you’re 
using fast films like Eastman Kodak’s Tri-X or Ilford 
HP3, what to do about focusing when you don’t have a 
rangefinder (since that’s the problem with all but seven 
of these cameras). For the basic answers see the captions 
which accompany this story. Then read the following 
check list for a series of hints on (Continued on page 107) 











DIM LIGHT pictures aren’t quite as diffi- 
cult as they used to be. Many inexpensive 
35’s feature £/2.8 or £/3.5 lenses. And if 
you want to make a picture in low light (as 
at left) just load up with a fast film like 
Eastman Kodak’s Tri-X or Ilford HP3. 
When working without a rangefinder esti- 
mate distance carefully and consult your 
depth of field scale. Exposure here was 
£/3.5 and 1/25 second with a Minolta A 
camera, using Eastman Kodak Tri-X film. 


HOW TO STOP ACTION. If you think 
motion is too fast for your top shutter speed 
try these techniques: 1. Shoot when the 
subject is coming towards you as below 
(Argus A4, 1/200, £/8, Kodak Super-XX 
film) or when motion is diagonal to cam- 
era. 2. If this isn’t feasible, back off from 
the subject a bit. 3. Shoot during that 
brief pause at the peak of action. V

18 PICTURE 
LESSONS FOR 
3SMM USERS 


THE STANDARD 35mm negative format adapted 
by most camera manufacturers is 1 x 114 inches. 
Many aestheticians have complained in the past 
that it’s an unpleasing proportion—too long or 
too narrow, but certainly not a proper type area 
in which to compose pictures. Yet this odd propor- 
tion, evolved in height from the inherent width 
limitations of standard 35mm motion picture film 
and fixed in length by Oskar Barnack, Leica in- 
ventor, at double motion-picture size, is the size 
ratio in which we serve. Aside from camera manu- 
facturers, the producers of photographic equip- 
ment have often chosen to ignore the proportion. 
Our standard paper sizes 8 x 10 and 11 x 14 are 
too short for the full 35mm proportions. Frame 
makers and cardboard mount makers produce 
their products in varied sizes but not generally 
in any multiple of 1 x 1.5. Film manufacturers and 
processors turned to servicing 1 x 11% color and 
black-and-white film only when the pressure of 
thousands of 35mm fans became too great to 
ignore. A number of camera designers have sought 
to change the format and give us more shots per 
roll by decreasing picture length. But 35mm fans 
mysteriously have always clung to the original 
1 x 14. In assembling the photographs for 18 
Picture Lessons for 35mm Users, MoDERN’s edi- 
tors looked at hundreds of 35mm enlargements 
in every conceivable proportion. The vast majority, 
of course, had to be eliminated. Some good shots 
just made no editorial point from which MopDERN’s 
readers could learn. Others simply lacked the 
power and quality of those retained. Final selec- 
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tion was based on one qualification: did the pic- 
tures have stopping power? Would they make a 
viewer look at them more than once? After the 
final selection was made, the editors discovered an 
odd fact. Except for one or two exceptions, all the 
pictures utilized nearly the entire 35mm format, 
1 x 1.5. Few of the photographs would stand addi- 
tional cropping without loss of picture composi- 
tion. These 35mm practitioners, amateur and 
professional, had almost to a man composed their 
pictures tightly within the 35mm format. You, the 
35mm enthusiast, can draw your own conclusions. 
But it’s fairly obvious that the 35mm frame is a 
picture area which for best results should be used 
to its fullest. Learn to close in on your subject, 
jam it into the tiny picture area. Do your cropping 
in the viewfinder, not on the enlarging easel. 
Make every square millimeter of negative area 
work for you. The larger your image appears on 
the negative, the more detail you can expect to re- 
tain in your finished photograph. When you have 
time, taking a picture, run your eye around the 
edge of your viewfinder frame. If there’s ex- 
traneous matter, try to move yourself or the cam- 
era to cut it out. Picture area that doesn’t appear 
in your final print is not only lost but is in fact 
robbing you of quality. 1 x 114 not aesthetically 
pleasing? Perhaps not—if you’re talking about a 
great white blank area, a slab of marble or a table- 
cloth. But don’t try to convince a good 35mm pho- 
tographer. It’s probably his favorite proportion. 
And that might possibly qualify as the 19th les- 
son. Now let’s see what the other 18 are.—H.K.

THE COLOR PORTFOLIO which precedes this page 
is the work of one of the world’s outstanding pho- 
tographers, W. Eugene Smith. Smith, known for his re- 
markable work in black-and-white. took these pictures 
largely for his own amusement last year. They were done 
at the request of MopDERN’s editors who wanted to see 
what a photographer, who has worked exclusively in 
black-and-white for many years, would do with color. 
We liked what we saw and a number of interesting 
questions and answers are demonstrated by them. First 
of all, Smith wasn’t tricked by the fact that he was 
working with color. The color never took over the pic- 
ture to the detriment of the subject matter. Secondly, 
his compositional eye wasn’t thrown off in working 
with color masses rather than the habitual shades of 
black-and-white. Third, his technical grasp (exposure 
exact, the lens sharply focused) paid off handsomely 
in the color medium where a one stop mistake, or a bad 
focus can ruin an otherwise fine picture. 


THE COLOR FOLDOUT is much the same kind of pic- 
ture that Smith has been taking for years in black-and- 
white. The children, playing in an Italian street, are 
caught in an off-guard moment. There is no posing. The 
picture is carefully organized. (Smith has said, with 
wistful envy, that he is almost physically incapable of 
pressing the button when light or composition are in- 
exact—even though the moment is right. He thinks that 
he sometimes misses dramatic moments because of his 
absolute compositional discipline.) The light for this 
photograph was at a minimum; most of his black-and- 
white photographs are low-key. Despite the similarities 
to his black-and-white work, this particular. photograph 
has been given added impact by the color. The olive- 
green (upper left), the letters in subdued blue (center 
left), the bright red of the torn poster (right) are all 
soft—not mushy—fecus. The overall bluish tone fur- 
ther subdues the bright colors. The background is soft, 
yet detailed enough for seeing. 

Against this softness, the figures of the children are 
sharp, etched in detail. By concentrating his zone of 
sharpness on the children (the focal point ot the pic- 
ture) Smith has called visual attention to his subject 
matter. He has not allowed the fascinating background 
to overwhelm his picture. Here is a lesson in con- 
trolling color. 


APPROACHES TO LANDSCAPES are almost as numer- 
ous’as photographers. The full-page jungle scene, le/t, 
depends for its effectiveness on the texture of the leaves. 
This quality results from two things: the choice of the 
time of day and the choice of focus. Smith chose a 


time when cross lighting picked up detail, gave round- 
ness and modeling to the tree trunks, the fence, the 
buildings, the figure of the woman walking in the small 
clearing. He added depth by stopping down as much 
as possible to increase the zone of sharp focus. Even 
the faintly discernible palm leaves to the right of the 
almost-white tree (where it begins to branch out) are 
sharply detailed. Remember in shooting landscapes: 
use your light by waiting for the right time of day, 
focus exactly. stop down as far as possible, and hold 
the camera immobile. 


IS A MONOTONE MONOTONOUS? Not when care- 
fully taken and sparked with small bits of complementary 
color as is the porch scene. left. Once again. choice of 
time of day is important. Here. a late afternoon sun 
adds a golden richness to unpainted wood. The slant- 
ing light produces interesting shadows. The whole top 
area is knocked down to dark brown, providing an 
effective background for the sunstreaked yellow object 
hanging from the unseen porch roof. The pale green 
bowl counterpoints the golden brown hues, the red 
striped rag thrown carelessly atop the table adds an- 
other perfect note. And what could improve on the 
small watchdog and beautifully shaped guitar? But the 
painstaking framing is something to be learned only 
by practice and patience. Where color is obvious, de- 
sign and framing become problems. Don’t take such pic- 
tures quickly. Wait, look, frame and frame again. Make 
each part of the picture work. 


GOOD PORTRAITURE depends not upon the medium, 
but upon the expression of the subject. It doesn’t mat- 
ter whether the film is color or black-and-white. Left 
is an apparently simple picture of an oarsman paddling 
down a river. Smith came in close, cutting out the river, 
trying to capture as much of the face and expression 
as possible. The man had haunted the photographer 
from the first moment he saw him. He felt that hidden 
underneath was the soul of a poet trying to break tarough, 
that the man was trying desperately to communicate 
with him. The portrait was an attempt to capture that 
feeling. Therefore, the photographer wasn’t too concerned 
about the fact that the arm is slightly blurred in the fore- 
ground. As a matter of fact, the motion of the arm 
adds to the picture since it indicates the physical force of 
the subject and tells more about the kind of person he is. 
In a way every portrait is a biography. The expres- 
sion you choose says What you think is true and im- 
portant about your subject. It is difficult to tell all about 
a man in one picture, but it is difficult to write a suc- 
cessful biography, too. 


For black-and-white pictures, you may need other techniques. >> 
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Tonal Scale: Eliminate it with rim 
light or use it for portraits 


BACKLIGHT: electronic flash bounced from white wall, plus 
another flash directed towards camera from behind figure 
made startling contrast in black-and-white. Middle gray 
tones are limited to rim-lighted flesh areas (rest of body was 
heavily underexposed). To make a simple backdrop of a 
plain wall, exposure was made at relatively wide aperture, 
throwing wall out of focus. Rim light technique is well suited 
to fast lenses that can isolate a figure from its surroundings. 7

PORTRAITS OF CHILDREN: for dra- 
matic, highly detailed outdoor por- 
traits of children, shoot from the 
child’s level, get as close as possible, 
expose for skin tones. The standard 
50mm lens, found on most 35mm cam- 
eras, is quite suitable for portraits of 
children, because children seldom have 
the pronounced facial features that 
the 50mm lens may distort when used 
close for portraits of adults. Suppose 
this child’s shoulder were not in the 
same place as the face, and was, in- 
stead, closer to the lens. It would ap- 
pear much too large in relationship 
to the face, distracting from it. For 
best results, try to keep hands and 
shoulders no closer than the face. [D>

DISTORTION FOR HUMOR: many pictures of chil- 
dren are erroneously distorted by pointing the 
camera down from the adult’s level to the child’s 
level. This child, monsterized by a fifty-cent 
mask, became even more grotesque as the angle 
at which this shot was made caused the head 
to appear enlarged. Used judiciously, such dis- 
tortion can produce other effective results, as 
youll see in the picture of horses, page 80. 
However, if you want to minimize distortion, 
a longer-than-normal focal length lens, such 
<] as a 90mm, will be of great assistance. 


GROUP PORTRAITS are well suited to the 35mm. 
Its elongated frame (1 x 11% inches) can accom- 
modate a row of people with or without handle- 
bar mustaches. Eye-level point of view is ideal 
for getting faces close-up and head-on, which 
is difficult with hand-held, waist-level cameras. 
Furthermore, when it’s impossible to back off 
far enough to include an entire group, you 
can use a wide-angle lens. On most 35mm cam- 
eras with interchangeble lenses, it takes only 
seconds to switch from one to another. > 


Humor as seen through sequence, distortion or group portrait

SEQUENCE shooting is greatly facilitated 
by the 35mm—you can take up to 36 
exposures without changing film, and the 
rapid film advance and shutter wind mech- 
anisms on many cameras permit split sec- 
ond continuous shooting. Every negative 
may not be perfect, but in such a large 
group of pictures your chances of getting 
several successful shots are excellent. 
If your subject is camera shy, get away 
from him, use a “long” lens. Otherwise, 
you can mingle with the crowd and shoot 
nearby with a 50mm lens. A wide-angle 
lens may be used to include crowd scenes. 
If you hope to make a picture “story,” 
vary camera-to-subject distances: a long 
shot and close-up here and there, and 
vertical as well as horizontal format 
<J will add to the story continuity. 











JOHN ROSS 


DESIGN PICTURES are definitely within the scope of A 
the 35mm. Despite its excellent lenses, it’s difficult for 
the 35mm camera to produce a large print with the 
same quality as a larger camera negative used to make 
the same sized enlargement. However, with the 35mm 
you can successfully work with massive forms. Esthet- 
ically the 35mm _ negative format does prove har- 
monious for designs. Although it’s difficult to make 
architectural pictures with this camera, you can select 
details from architecture, as here. Severe blacks 
and whites, incidentally, resulted from exposing for 
the dark blinds (thus overexposing the white areas) 
and making the print on a contrasty grade of paper. 


Extremes: From outdoor design 
in mass to indoor documentary 


LOW-LIGHT SITUATIONS demand the use of 
fast films, slow shutter speeds and ex- 
tremely wide apertures such as f{/2 (found 
almost exclusively on 35mm cameras). A 
single kerosene lamp in a Pittsburgh slum 
area was the only available source of il- 
lumination and offered meager light. Ex- 
pressions like this are fleeting; your 
trigger finger must be exceptionally sen- 
sitive; focusing and exposure must be 
precise. Be careful when shooting at large 
apertures such as f{/2 because your zone 
of sharp focus may be only a few inches 
deep when focusing on close objects. Ex- 
posure in this case was for skin tones (as 
a result, the overexposed lampshade cre- 
ated a hot spot on the negative; however, 
this can be corrected to a certain extent by 
“burning in” the lamp during enlarging. [> 
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WIDE-ANGLE LENSES often make difficult pictures 


Wide-angle lens emphasizes possible. Here’s what one did below: it took in a 
foreground, minimizes background greater area, getting all figures into picture. It in- 
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creased apparent foreground, background distances, the zone of sharp focus. A normal lens would have 
minimizing men in background so they don’t dis- registered some foreground or background figures, 
tract from foreground. It reproduced all within not the entire scene as did the wide angle lens. 








Camera Angle: It can convey 
power, humor or mood 


when you photograph animals 


DISTORTION FOR DRAMA is achieved by imaginative use of a wide- 
angle lens. As foreshortening was described on page 74, ob- 
jects near the camera appear larger in size compared with more 
distant objects. Since the wide-angle lens tends to exaggerate 
foreshortening, the heads, necks and shoulders of this team of 
horses seem out of proportion with the rest of the picture. Their 
bodies taper off from the forceful, muscular shoulders to the 
driver, who is minimized, giving the impression that the horses 
are longer than they are in reality. The drama of the scene is 
additionally enhanced by focus (on animal’s heads) and lens 
setting—so that the driver, log and surrounding forest are 


slightly blurred—and by the low angle point of view. 7 


ELIOTT ERWITT 


SHOOTING DOWN from eye level to make 
a small object on the ground look 
strange, and distant, is no problem with 
the 35mm. It is particularly good for 
working with animals such as cats or 
dogs, which may jump out of range 
without warning. Aura of mystery here 
comes partly from composition and 
simplicity of picture components, partly 
from technique. Because of under- 
exposure, there is no texture in the fur 
of the cat; we see it as a curious black 
spot in the correctly exposed under- 
brush. Contrasting with the blackness, 
its eyes are blank and pale and seem 
to stare somewhat menacingly toward 
the observer. His eyes almost race 
to the cat’s and they meet with impact. 
To emphasize size and power of an 
animal, lower the point of view, shoot 
nearer the animal’s own level. D>

SHOOTING ON A LEVEL: if you stand in a crowd of people, hold your 35mm A 
camera to your eye and keep it level, you'll find that your subject material will 
often be faces. The 35mm camera has become perhaps the most important pho- 
tographic documenter of people’s features. Through these features we learn of 
their emotions. But for mystery or humor, it’s sometimes preferable not to in- 
clude faces. Here’s a picture made at eye-level of a woman’s head and shoulders. 
We don’t see her face. Instead we see her dog’s. She and her dog appear ludi- 
crous. We can laugh. But if you saw her face would your feelings be those of 
humor or compassion? So, we learn, the dividing line between amusement and 
pathos may be no wider than the difference between seeing a face and hiding it.

A PORTRAIT OF A GIRL (even Audrey Hepburn) can be A 
ruined by a bad background such as a sharply defined brick 
wall. Here’s how to make the best of one. Although this brick 
wall seems to be just a few inches from the subject, it really 
was several feet away. However, the longer-than-normal focal 
length lens and large opening used threw the wall ’way out of 
focus, even picked up a few soft circular highlights, and 
transformed it into a subtle background to set off the girl’s 
head. Distortion problems, already encountered in making 
close-ups with a 50mm lens, are also solved by using a “longer” 
lens. It makes objects close to camera (hands) seem smaller. 


Three different ways to focus 
on expression 


GRAB SHOT material may pop into 
your viewfinder without a mo- 
ment’s notice. Although you may 
be in the process of making an 
exposure for a particular subject 
(such as the soldiers in the back- 
ground), be ready to change focus 
instantaneously if another picture 
possibility (soldier in the fore- 
ground) appears. Rapid film winds 
and a 36-exposure load will gener- 
ally give you the chance to make 
more than one shot. Focusing can 
be done very quickly and accu- 
rately with practice. To get the 
hang of it, drill at changing focus 
when your camera is unloaded. [>

UNEXPECTED ACTION and exuberant expressions usually can be stopped when you set the A 
shutter speed upwards of 1/100 second. Here everything is in focus from approximately six 
to fifteen feet. Whether you’re shooting a street scene or sports events, it’s a good idea to 
pre-set shutter, lens opening and focus. Then you can be sure of catching most actions that 
occur within the predetermined limits indicated on the depth of field scale of your camera.

SHOOT GLAMOUR 
WITH A 35MM 


ROBERT HALMI believes that the test of good glamour photography is the 
mood the photographer captures, not how many gadgets he carries. Recently 
he had a chance to work with actress Ava Norring who refers to a well-known 
category of photography as “cheese-pie”. Regardless of how Hungarian-born 
Miss Norring fractures the American language, she knows how to talk to a cam- 
era in a provocative manner. Halmi kept her talking and for these pictures used 
only the available light from lamps, lighting fixtures, etc., in an apartment. 
He worked with a Leica IIIf, equipped with an f/2.8 35mm Biogon. Says he 
of this wide-angle lens: “It’s ideal for indoor glamour. I have to work in cramped 
spaces (see bathtub shots, next page) and because of the low light, I want as 
much depth of field as possible.” Film was Kodak Super-XX, rated at 200 ine 
doors, pushed in development. 
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Painting from another era pro- 
vides paradoxical background 
for modern glamour girl pose.

Deep-freeze color

That blunt instrument above is an ordi- 
_ Mary pencil point. It’s pointing at a 
reticle, made on a Kodak High Resolu- 
tion Plate.

THERE’S A LOT OF INTEREST right now 
in 8mm spool-load cameras, and right- 
ly so. Certain reasonably-priced models 
are very sturdily made, with cast 
aluminum housings. Thus, they cannot 
bend or warp out of shape. (Others, 
alas, have sheet metal housings, and 
you can stop the motors by squeezing 
the cameras. I’ve done this.) In addi- 
tion to their sturdiness, these cameras 
generally have quite good lenses. Sev- 
eral have single-frame and continuous- 
run adjustments. And all of them use 
the comparatively inexpensive roll 
film. 

But the mass interest in the good 
8mm spool-load camera has taken at- 
tention from the 8mm magazine-load 
jobs. These offer a great deal in the 
way of convenience and versatility. 
Many have two-lens turrets which are 
easily revolved in such a way that the 
taking lens and matching viewfinder 
can be clicked into place positively 
in a second or so. 


Continuous filming 


There’s another characteristic of 
magazine 8’s which bears discussion. 
Check the list and you'll find that most 
magazine 8’s have useful spring runs 
of at least 10 feet, giving you up toa 
_50 seconds’ uninterrupted filming on 
one wind of the motor. This isn’t of too 
much importance to many people, but 
there’s no denying that it saves you 
some spring-winding. The reason for 
this seems to be that the magazine 8 
is a more recent design than the spool- 
load 8, and that it would be very cost- 
ly to re-design the spool-load jobs for 
bigger, more potent springs. 

Two or three of the later spool-load 
cameras, however, have 10-foot spring 
runs, which bears out the claim that 
chronology has much to do with the 
matter. Several of the industry’s top 
design engineers tell me that there is 
no inherent reason—such as the char- 
acteristic rectangular shape—why the 
magazine version should be any easier 
to fit with a bigger spring. But to put 
bigger springs into older types would 
require re-designing which would run 
up prohibitive costs for tooling. 


Ease of loading 


Now let’s consider the main advan- 
tage claimed for the magazine cam- 
era—the ease of loading and inter- 
changing magazines. This is a definite 
Pleasure. Spool loading has come to be 
a very simple chore, and doesn’t bother 
people as it used to when complicated 
threading was involved. But with a 


magazine you have no worries about 
edge fog. You simply open the cam- 
era, slip the magazine in, shut the cam- 
era, and start shooting—and you can 
safely do all this out in the noonday 
sun if you wish. 


What about image sharpness? 


Occasionally you'll hear it said that 
the magazine camera doesn’t achieve 
quite the image sharpness obtainable 
with spool load. This factor is not of 
major importance to most people. And 
I’ve personally shot some magazine 
footage which compares favorably in 
every respect with good roll film stuff. 

Let’s briefly analyze the matter. 
Your spool-load camera has an aper- 
ture and pressure plate which are care- 
fully machined and built for years of 
smooth operation. In a magazine cam- 
era the function of these parts is per- 
formed largely within the magazine 
itself. And it stands to reason that you 
can’t build into a magazine the rigidity 
and precision found in a camera cost- 
ing many times as much. To put it an- 
other way, where the use of a maga- 
zine is concerned there’s much which 
cannot be built into the camera. Ac- 
cordingly you can expect that occa- 
sionally the film at the gate will be 
somewhat less perfectly flat than if 
held in place by a camera pressure 
plate. 

As stated previously however, this 
particular feature doesn’t seem to 
bother a lot of people. For average 
home use, where the projection throw 
isn’t long and the screen size isn’t 
enormous, some very slight fuzziness 
in the film image tends to go unnoticed, 
because it’s only at great magnifica- 
tion that such things really show up. 


Four to six film speeds 


The magazine 8’s universally offer 
from four to six film speeds, which is 
another advantageous feature. Some 
start with 8 f.p.s. and go up through 
64 f.p.s. Others have 16, 24, 32, and 
64 f.p.s. You personally may not use 
anything except the 16-frame speed. 
But it’s nice to have the others at your 
disposal, just in case you do want to 
try something out of the ordinary. 

Don’t pass up the magazine 8; its 
many features, including turret, gen- 


erous spring run, multiple speed, and 
simplicity of loading, make it an awful 
lot of camera for your money. 


Soundtracks simplified 


Several magnetic soundfilm addicts 
have written for my views on the use 
of tape in preparing a soundtrack for 
striped film. The experts take a dim 
view of piping a taped track directly 
onto the film. Their reasons make 
sense, too. They say that tape some- 
times shrinks or stretches slightly, due 
to relative humidity changes and other 
causes, and that this can result in the 
taped sound getting out of sync with 
the picture as you record on film. Un- 
doubtedly there’s something to this, 
and it can be frustrating indeed to see 
your recording lose or gain slightly on 
your picture when you already have 
half your track recorded on the film. 

But not so fast. In rebuttal, I sub- 
mit the cases of two magnetic film 
users of my knowledge who use this 
very routine with success. Neither is 
any great shakes as a sound expert, 
and both turned the trick the first time 
out. Each simply plugged the tape re- 
corder into the magnetic soundfilm 
projector and got what he wanted in 
the way of a soundtrack. Certainly 
they did everything possible to syn- 
chronize tape and film at the start of 
the recording. And of course no lip 
synchronization was attempted in 
either case. One man simply wanted 
background music for his film. He 
chose the music, taped various pas- 
sages and selections to suit the pro- 
jected film, and there he was. The other 
wanted narration. He viewed his film 
a couple of times, wrote a script, then 
narrated on tape as he viewed the film 
again. He kept the spoken narration 
on the brief side, allowing considerable 
leeway at the beginning and at the end 
of each narrated scene. But his taped 
sound went onto the film very nicely. 

I still think it’s best to record “‘live”’ 
on the film track, using a mixer for 
speech and music and sound effects. 
But inexperienced operators can do 
considerable editing on tape and thus 
perhaps ultimately get a smoother 
track than they could manage directly 
on film. Anyhow, it can be done—so 
keep tape in mind when you have a 
magnetic film to soundtrack. Keep it 
in mind as a means of accompanying 
or narrating your silent films, too.

IDEAS are as important as lighting in night movies. Visu- 
alize each scene in advance; consider how it will fit into 
the movie as a whole.

Yes, because 
your meter indicates over-all brightness (at night, the 
lack of it), but your shooting interest lies only in the 
brightly lighted patches. For the right exposure in most 
night situations turn to the black-and-white, and color,

your club debating, as usual, whether 
to start right out offering a simple 
course for beginners, with a view to 
luring in some new members. I used to 
think that was a good idea, because it 
does sound sort of logical. But now I 
am not so sure. 

The last reports I’ve had on the or- 
nery beginner indicate that the photo 
course does not work well as bait. Oh, 
sure, a sizable class of beginners will 
show up, but in six months or a year, 
after they have obtained the instruc- 
tion in developing and printing, they 
slip off the hook and few of them re- 
main as solid club members. 

When you stop to think of it, that’s 
about what you might expect. You 
didn’t sell those people on club mem- 
bership, you sold them on a cut-rate 
photo course. So you roped in a bunch 
of bargain-hunters, not at all the sort 
of guys and gals you really want in 
your club. The best camera-club mem- 
bers are not necessarily so tense and 
ambitious about technique and the 
making of ribbon-winning  photo- 
graphs. They are genial, sociable, co- 
operative people whose companion- 
ship you enjoy. 

Still, camera-club members do ex- 
pect to learn something about photog- 
raphy, in a casual or even accidental 
way, during the club year. They just 
don’t want the information poured on 
in long, dull doses. The best teachers 
are foxy enough to make a subject so 
interesting that the student will pitch 
in and learn it under his own steam, 
instead of expecting to have skill 
blown into his head through both ears. 


Inspiration helps 

Take, for instance, learning to load 
a spiral-reel tank and develop film. 
This is a deadly deal, in my opinion. 
The only reason any of us do this job 
is to arrive at the end result, a nifty 
picture. So why not begin by making 
the unskillful members drool over 


some fine photographs ? 
Let one or two advanced members 
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show a few first-rate prints, and also, 
if possible, some tenth-rate shots made 
at the same time they got the dillies. 
That helps to dissipate gloom for the 
beginner who mutters, “Gosh, I never 
could take a picture like that!’’ Make 
it clear that even the best photog- 
raphers are no sure-shot Dead-Eye 
Dicks. They also goof, and plenty. 

The advanced members may then 
tell how to spot good picture material, 
how to train the eye to see good sub- 
jects quickly, and how to be speedy 
and accurate about exposure. Then 
you’re ready for that demonstration of 
developing. If you can get your be- 
ginners, and your lazybones, out shoot- 
ing pictures, so that they will surmise 
they have captured several red-hot 
numbers, believe me they will then 
soak up the simple ee about film- 
processing. 


Keep that first meeting simple 


Such a session would probably not 
be your best bet for a first meeting of 
the season. With color-shooting more 
and more popular, it is likely that most 
members will have some new color

One of the happiest clubs I know of 
meets once a month, and it seldom has 
an uninteresting program. Many mem- 
bers have been in the club for some 
15 years. They are all friendly. They 
don’t give a hoot who wins top rating 
in contests. As for inter-club contests, 
they go into them just to be good 
sports, but there is no high-pressuring 
the members for prints and slides, 
“Come on, turn in some good stuff, we 
don’t want to be down there among 
the dubs, 20th on the list.” If they were 
40th on the list they would just laugh. 

They usually rate pretty well, how- 
ever. In their casual, easy-going way, 
they manage to turn out some very 
good stuff. Since the burden of running 
the club is not-great, they have little 
trouble getting each member to do his 
small share. They are among the few 
clubs that still keep up as much inter- 
est in black-and-white pictures as in 
color. I like color-shooting, too, but I 
do hate to see good print-making be- 
come a lost art. 

Well, these are some matters for 
club leaders to consider, so that the 
coming year may be happy, friendly 
and successful. It is the tone, the at- 
mosphere, of a camera club that keeps 
it going strong, not the struggle to be 
top dog or the novelty and daffiness of 
its projects.—THE END.

THE CURIOUS KITTENS, story & illustra- 
tions by Peggy Louise Irwin.

Kooblah & Annah, the author’s pet 
Siamese, more cats than kittens, stalk 
through 27 photographs .. . sleepy, 
angry, hungry, sullen, watchful, but 
never ... well, hardly ever... curious.

However, care- 
ful subject “framing” (preferably in the viewfinder or 
ground glass before making the exposure, or by cropping 
in the darkroom) will liven your pictures. The baby, 
opp., and soccer game, left, are far more natural and 
interesting scenes visually than if the main subjects had 
been centered. 

Of course, there is the exception that tests the rule, 
too: a burro, photographed head-on, at the right. Ears 
and round stomach protrude evenly on either side, mak- 
ing an almost perfect right angle to the vertical line 
of nose and forelegs. The effect? That “mule” won’t move 
for three weeks! By centering the subject, mulishness 
and immobility have been successfully suggested.

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What's Ahead? 








by LLOYD E. VARDEN 


The semantics of photographic 
terms 


At the risk of boring my readers, 
I should like to depart from my usual 
practical discussions of future materi- 
als or techniques and write about the 
“language” of photography. Person- 
ally I do not like a purely academic ap- 
proach to any subject, but I have to 
agree with academicists that there is 
always a time when the logical founda- 
tions behind the words one uses in 
talking or writing about his field of 
interest must be examined critically. 
If this is not done, everyone within a 
field will accept words or terms which 
arise, and which are temporarily un- 
derstood in particular contexts, and 
unintentionally force them into the 
language of the subject by mere repeti- 
tion, without realizing the tremendous 
meaning-barriers that a novice must 
overcome before true learning of the 
subject becomes possible. In a rapidly 
expanding field, such as photography, 
even a specialist can become uncertain 
as to exactly what is meant when a 
particular word is used out of the con- 
text in which he learned it. 

Semantics is a rather ancient human 
endeavor. In the sense that I am using 
the word here, it has to do with the 
study of “meaning” or “changes of 
meaning”. In modern logic it has to do 
with a broader, i.e., a more fundamen- 
tal, study concerned with the relations 
between “signs” and what they de- 
nete. Let’s stick to the “meaning” part 
of semantics. By this is implied the 
relevant information transferred to 
you as an individual when you see or 
hear a word. Your perceptual reaction 
to a word may be zero (no transfer of 
relevant information); positive (a 
transfer of intended information to one 
degree or another) ; negative (a trans- 
fer of erroneous information); con- 
fused (a multiple transfer of informa- 
tion, resulting in uncertainty). 


A few examples of semantic diffi- 
culty in photography 


I recall very vividly a brief conversa- 
tion that took place a number of years 
ago between a young married woman 
and a clerk behind the counter of 
Smith and Butterfield Co. in Evans- 
ville, Indiana, that gives me a good 
starting point for discussing the se- 
mantics of photographic words. The 
young lady interrupted my conversa- 
tion with the clerk to ask for a roll of 
film. “Do you want Verichrome or the 
new pan film ?,” inquired the clerk.

“I want Verichrome,” replied the 
young lady, “‘because it’s for my box 
camera. I really didn’t know there was 
a@ special pan film.” 

The clerk recognized this expression 
of ignorance as a perfect opportunity 
for giving his sales pitch on the higher 
priced pan film. In doing so, it never 
dawned upon him that. his serious fe- 
male customer was completely per- 
plexed by what he thought was a “‘sim- 
ple explanation”. Well (if you will for- 
give me for being trite), to make a 
long story short, it eventually came out 
that the young lady’s husband was an 
avid 16mm motion picture enthusiast 
who had long since drummed home 
the meaning of the word “pan”’ to his 
wife. When she came into the store she 
was conditioned te have a single, fixed 
perceptual reaction to the word pan, 
as it applied to photography. The clerk, 
even though he would have known her 
meaning of the word under different 
circumstances, was thinking in terms 
of another meaning of it. It took about 
15 minutes to get two intelligent peo- 
ple’s understanding of the three letter 
word “pan” coordinated. Undoubtedly 
similar events occur frequently even 
today. (Incidentally, the clerk involved 
in this semantic complexity is now in 
charge of the Color Products Sales 
Department of Ansco, namely, Mr. 
Winston Schlag. We have often used 
this real-life story in support of argu- 
ments for less confusing photographic 
terminology. ) 

Now you might be inclined to brush 
off such an incident as insignificant, 
justifying your attitude in the consol- 
ing thought that such a situation could 
never happen wherever you are in- 
volved, since you feel “hep” to the 
meanings of all ordinary terms of pho- 
tography, in all their variations. If 
this is true, you-are indeed lucky. But 
what about the poor uninitiated bloke 
who wants to have at least a correct 
speaking knowledge of photography, 
who finds such a knowledge next to 
impossible to acquire, simply because 
photographers themselves are far 
from consistent? Or, what about ex- 
perienced and astute photographers— 
and also photographic scientists—who 
unhappily resort to so-called common- 
ly understood terms when addressing 
photographers, generally out of fear 
that their more precise or qualified ex- 
pressions will be misunderstood? Per- 
mit me to say, without further elabora- 
tion, that the common language of 
photography is inadequate, and that 
to have a real means for accurate com-

munication in the field we have to 
place more emphasis on semantics. 
You don’t agree? Then how about the 
following: 

1.) Are the terms granularity and 
graininess synonymous? They are 
frequently used interchangeably, but 
are quite distinct. 

2.) Does negative gamma mean the 
same as negative contrast ? Often said 
to be; but there is no definite correla- 
tion. 

3.) Is a photomicrograph the same 
as a microphotograph, except in the 
manner of expression? Answer—no! 

4.) Does Polaroid mean a type of 
filter? Definitely not! 

5.) If you have a lens on your cam- 
era known to have a much better than 


average optical resolution, are you 


assured of better than average picture 
sharpness? You tell me! 


What can photographers do? 


These few examples are the bread- | 


and-butter type which every photog- 
rapher should know the answers to. 
Nevertheless, before submitting this 
column to the Editors of Modern 
Photography, I asked the opinions of 
five photographer friends on these ex- 
amples and the average of correct 
explanations for the group was less 
than 50%. 

This, to me, means but one thing. 
The words used in photography do not 
have a common meaning among its 
practitioners. Now I know that any 
number of explanations can be given 
in an attempt to rationalize such a 
situation, but mere rationalizing of an 
existing, undesirable state of affairs 
is not a corrective measure. What I 
propose instead is that every photog- 
rapher begin to inquire into the seman- 
tics of photographic terms, and resolve 
not to use our language without un- 
derstanding. The thoughtful coopera- 
tion of all photographers in improving 
the unity of our communication sys- 
tem is bound to make the bell of prog- 
ress ring more ‘often.—THE END.

How can one select from a million 
negatives made by one man over a 25- 
year career, and come up with a repre- 
sentative show?

seum, Pittsfield, Mass., during the whole 
month of August.

From there, it will go to the Wads- 
worth Atheneum, Hartford, Conn., Sept. 
9 through October 2; to The Institute of 
Contemporary Design, Boston, Oct. 10 
through 25; to the University of Maine 
at Orono, in November; and in De- 
cember will be at the Philadelphia Mu- 
seum School. 

Next year, it will open on January 13 
at the Portland, Oregon, Art Museum;

When you see the show, you may be 
amazed that so many of the memorable 
photographs which you remember from 
the pages of Life all came from one 
man’s camera. Ejisenstaedt has long had 
the reputation of never refusing an as- 
signment—and never returning from one 
without a group of interesting pictures. 

The show goes back to 1929 and covers 
the period when he was the star photo- 
reporter for the Associated Press in 
Berlin before he came to this country 
and before he joined the staff of Life as 
one of their first group of full-time pho- 
tographers. As a result, the group of 
pictures on display spans a great many 
of the most important and exciting 
events of the last 25 years. 

Almost everything which will go into 
the history books during that period was 
reflected in his viewfinder. In fact, if 
there is any minor criticism of the way 
the show is put together, it is that the 
present selection emphasizes the pic- 
tures of persons and events which made 
the headlines at the cost of omitting 
photographs of less exciting subjects. 


Pace-maker and style setter 


The public will see these photographs 
in terms of the events recorded, but the 
photographer will admire them for their 
mastery of the medium. Eisenstaedt has 
been a pioneer in candid and unposed 
work with the 35mm camera and in 
forming the techniques of the picture 
story—methods which are now so ac- 
cepted that they seem to have existed 
“from the beginning.” If a young pho- 
tographer were to go through the small 
mountain of old Life magazines and look 
at nothing but Eisenstaedt stories, he 
would have had a course in photographic 
“seeing” worth more than a textbook. 

In this show, one can see his use of 
the significant detail to tell a whole story 
by implication, his sense of pattern and 
design, his skillful choice of viewpoint 
and angle, his use of both available and 
artificial light to point up a picture. 

Personalities. have always lived in 
Eisenstaedt’s werk. Not only the famous 
ones, but the common people before his 
lens—momentarily newsworthy or even 
as incidental figures—have been recorded 
as real people with character and in- 
trinsic interest. He has developed an un- 
common ability to see immediately the 
aspect of a human being which makes 
him distinctive and real. 

A few of his series of British person- 
alities are included (see illustration, 
pave 105) in this show, but all of his 
people are equally vital and present in 
his work. 

The show could have been called, 
“This is photojournalism today.”

zone of sharpness and usually takes care 
of minor errors in guessing distance. 3. 
Try zone focusing (see paragraph be- 
low) when you’re shooting moving ob- 
jects and don’t have time to keep chang- 
ing the distance setting. 


Zone focusing closeup 


The idea here is to preset the distance 
marker so you have a broad zone of 
sharpness when shooting at a specific 
{/stop. Here’s how to do it: 1. Decide 
how deep a band you want (for the chil- 
dren shown here, 6 to 20 feet). 2. 
Choose the smallest possible lens open- 
ing you can use with the shutter speed 
required for the subject (here, f/8 with 
a 1/200 sec. shutter speed, Argus A4 
camera). 3. Now move your distance 
scale so the 6- and 20-foot markers fall 
on or in between the two f/8 markings 
on your depth-of-field scale. (At this 
point the distance marker on the Argus 
A4 read 8 feet.) 4. With the distance 
marker at this setting, or its equivalent 
with your camera, any subject within the 
6- to 20-foot band will be in focus.

Get the best from your lens 


The difference between a three-ele- 
ment lens and those of four-, five-, and 
six-element construction shows up most 
clearly in 8 x 10 and 11 x 14 enlarge- 
ments.

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DEVELOP FILM ANYWHERE! 


Don’t wait till dark! With a daylight loading tank 
you can load, develop, fix film in bright light. 


Why wait till your trip’s over to see 
what you’ve got on your 35mm film? 
Why even wait till the end of the day 
when it’s dark enough to bury yourself 
in a stuffy closet and load film into your 
tank? With a daylight loading tank (for 
standard 35mm cartridges) you can 
actually sit on the grass and do the 
whole loading-developing operation from 
A to Z. 

Sound easy? Well, it is. All 35mm 
daylight loading tanks use the same 
loading principle. You work in any light 
you choose. Place the cartridge in a spe- 
cial slot, then fasten the end of the film 
to the reel. During these steps it’s a good 
idea to shade the cartridge so light won’t 
leak through the felt light traps. Finally, 
close the tank and wind film onto the 
reel. Loading’s as simple as that. But 
you should read the manufacturer’s di- 









1. This is the equipment you'll need: 
a daylight loading tank, developer 
which can be used at temperatures 
up to at least 85F, fixer, wetting agent, 
glass graduate, a gallon bottle for 
water, an accurate thermometer, film 
clips and some ordinary push pins.

3. Sometimes these tanks are a little 
trickier to load than ordinary tanks. So 
read the manufacturer’s directions 
carefully, and try winding a practice 
film onto the reel at home. Here’s 
how the Kodak 35mm tank looks when 
it’s disassembled, just before loading.

rection sheet carefully for specific load- 
ing instructions. 

How about solutions? You probably 
won’t have any ice cubes handy to cool 
hot developer. At best there'll be a lake 
or brook. So get one of several develop- 
ers which can be used from 60F to at 
least 85F, like Clayton’s P-60 Fine Grain 
developer, shown here. And make sure 
that solutions in all your bottles are the 
same temperature. This means if you put 
the developer bottle in a brook to cool 
you should set fixer and wash bottles be- 
side it. Another point. Some photog- 
raphers prefer to dilute developer and 
fixer before setting out on a short trip. 
It’s entirely up to you. But if you like 
the idea, merely add extra bottles to the 
equipment shown. Now here are step by 
step instructions for using a daylight 
loading tank in an outdoor situation.

2. Take your pick of daylight loading 
tanks. Most of them are designed for 
35mm film used in standard cartridges, 
however, there’s also one just for 120- 
620 roll film sizes. Shown above is 
Eastman Kodak Company’s special 
daylight loading tank for 35mm film. 








4. When rewinding film in your camera 
make sure you leave a tab of film stick- 
ing out of the 35mm cartridge. You'll 
need it for loading. Place cartridge 
in proper tank slot, then fasten film 
end to the reel. Adjust the film end 
carefully to make absolutely sure the 
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film is on straight, and will go into the 
reel slots during winding. It pays to 
shade both cartridge and tank during 


these steps to prevent light streaks. 





5. Now close the tank, following di- 
rections which come with the equip- 
ment for rendering it light tight. Start 
winding the film onto the reel and 
continue till you can’t wind any more. 
On the Kodak tank above film is cut, 
and empty 35mm cartridge removed 
before you actually start developing. 





6. At this point begin processing. Check 
your developer to see that it is within 
the manufacturer’s recommended high- 
low temperature range. Pour developer 
rapidly and smoothly into the opening 
for solutions. Start timing as you pour. 





7. Next take an accurate temperature 


reading (some tanks have built-in ther- | 


mometers) and consult the manufac- 
turer’s developing chart for time and 
agitation instructions. Finish develop- 
ment and proceed to fix the roll in 
the same manner as you would with an 
ordinary closed tank. Check fixer tem- 
perature to make sure it is the same 
as you used for developing. This 
should be no problem if you’ve kept 
beth solution bottles side by side.

8. If your tank holds 16 ounces, one 
gallon of water (128 ounces) is enough 
to wash one roll of film. Use seven 
changes of water, keeping each in the 
tank for five minutes, with constant 
agitation. For best results water tem- 
perature should be the same as for 
other solutions. Films washed this way 
should last over five years without show- 
any sign of stain or discoloration. 





9. Add a wetting agent like Kodak’s 
Photo-Flo to the eighth and last change 
of water in the bottle. For mixing and 
film immersion time, just follow in- 
structions on the wetting agent bottle. 


10. Finally, if the wind isn’t blowing 
dust your way, hang the film up to 
dry—using a push pin on the top end, 
a heavy film clip on the bottom. You'll 
be amazed how fast films will dry ex- 
cept in very humid or damp weather.

cocked manually, requiring a separate 
motion, or it may be cocked automatical- 
ly as the film is advanced. 

Your camera should have a double ex- 
posure prevention device, preferably 
with a release on it to permit intentional 
double exposures. It should also have an 
interlock to prevent advancing the film 
until the shutter has been released, thus 
preventing blanks as well as doubles. 

There are cameras under $100 with 
four-element, £/3.5, unit focusing lenses 
as high in quality as anyone could want, 
even at twice the price. Cameras such as 
the Kodak Signet, Ansco Super Regent, 
Voigtlander Vitesa, set a high standard 
in this regard. 

Good picture quality can also be had 
from well made f/3.5 lenses of three 
element unit focusing construction, 
(Graphic 35), and four element front 
cell focusing design. However, such con- 
struction is likely to be unsatisfactory in 
lenses of greater aperture than f/3.5. 

Carefully examine the back of the 
camera. Notice the film plane, the place 
where the picture is actually made. This 
should be carefully machined to insure 
precise focus, smooth film advance. If 
the film plane is part of a sheet metal 
stamping, precise, rugged construction is 
unlikely.—c. 1. HELLMAN AND W. C. BALL

BOOKS in use 














by GEORGE B. 


Miniature photography 
guide books and good books 


There are many books now available 
on 35mm photography—in fact, there 
are altogether too many books, and 
many of them are disappointing. 

Before you buy any of them, stop for 
a moment to figure out just what you 
really expect to find in a book that will 
help you. Do you want to have the con- 
trols spelled out: how to let out the 
clutch and shift gears? Or do you want 
instruction in smooth driving and a 
general map of the territory you can 
explore in photography ? 

If you only want the mechanical, 
you have the manufacturer’s booklet 
which comes with a new camera, or 
one of the “Guides to’ which are in 
almost every camera store. Either will 
give you about the same thing—ex- 
cept that the manufacturer is apt to 
have more. reliable instructions. 
(There is an important exception, 
which I’ll come to in a moment.) 

If you want, however, a book which 
will go beyond the “how to” of load- 
ing, focusing and exposing, and start 
you off exploring the many possibili- 
ties of miniature work, I can recom- 
mend five books, all good. 

First, an English book, 35mm Photo 
Technique, by H. S. Newcombe (Focal- 
Amphoto, $4.56) which reviews a num- 
ber of cameras, talks about range- 
and view-finders, focusing and ex- 
posure problems as encountered in 
35mm work, film and developing, and 
printing. It then goes on to problems 
of various types of subject-matter. 

Newcombe’s approach is a bit on the 
British side, which is natural enough 
and no criticism. If your picture-taste 
is primarily ‘pictorial’? you may pre- 
fer it to some of the contemporary 
American books, most of which have 
shucked themselves out of this chry- 
salis to grow in different directions. 


The American approach 


One of the best of these is Jacob 
Deschin’s 35mm Photography (Cam- 
era Craft, $5). Deschin reviews the six 
types of 35mm equipment, then ex- 
plains ‘‘the means” (lens, film, expos- 
ure), “the method” (handling the cam- 
era), “techniques” (light, color, pic- 
ture-story, candids, close-ups), and 
“the process” (developing and print- 
ing). His descriptions are crystal 
clear, always, and really demonstrate 
the creative uses of a small camera. 

Deschin has also done the same ex- 
cellent job in Picture Making With The 
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Argus (Camera Craft, $3). While the 
“mechanics” illustrated in this book 
apply only to the one camera, the gen- 
eral information on the potentials of its 
use apply to all of the inexpensive 
cameras in this size. 

There are two other books which are 
written around a single camera, but 
which are useful to the user of any 
35mm. Again, one is British and one 
American. : 

O. R. Croy’s The Retina Way (Focal, 
$3.75) spends 40-odd pages on that 
camera’s specific controls and 250 plus 
on 35mm work in general, including 
chapters on groups, night photog- 
raphy, animals, close-ups, and stereo. 


A basic manual 


The New Leica Manual (Morgan and 
Lester, $6) has gone into 13 editions 
now for the same reasons—most of the 
material applies to any miniature cam- 
era. This is the most complete of the 
books, also, with each chapter signed 
by an expert in that particular field. 

Besides the material you would ob- 
viously expect in such a book, there are 
chapters on copying and closeups, 
photojournalism, lantern-slides, stamp 
photos, underwater work and medical 
photography. 

The New Leica Manual should be 
on your shelf as reference material, 
even though you might prefer to be- 
gin exploring the picture-possibilities 
of your equipment with Deschin’s 
385mm Photography. 

I mentioned guides before and this 
is a sore subject. The opinion of most 
professionals who have looked at what 
is available will not bear quotation in 
a family magazine. 

However, if you want something re- 
liable on the mechanism of particular 
cameras, look for the Focal Press 
Camera Guide Series. If necessary, be 
patient and let your camera store order 
one for you. This series has booklets 
on Contax, Contessa, Bolex, Exakta, 
Ikonta, Korelle, Karat, Leica, Purma, 
Isolette, Robot, Retina, Vito, Selfix, 
Vitessa—and others, including Rollei- 
flex, in a brief, handy format. 

They aren’t glib, in fact they are a 
bit dry, but they are thoroughly re- 
liable in the best English manner. 

To forestall the letters asking which 
one of these books you should start 
with as you unwrap the tissue paper 
off your new 35mm—or take a fresh 
look at your old one and decide that 
you should be getting better pictures 
with it—all I will commit myself to is 
this: all five books (and the Focal 
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Camera Guides) are good. You pays 
your money and you takes your choice. 

I think I’ve learned something from 
each of them as I scanned them again 
before beginning this column. (In fact, 
I think I'll read Deschin’s chapter, 
“The Camera as Narrator” in 35mm 
Photography again before I put it 
back on the shelf.)

AFRICA’S 


RUINDI, Belgian Congo.—The best 
part of visiting the Belgian Congo is see- 
ing the wild animals in their habitat, and 
while some of them have good habitats 
and others have bad habitats, we believe 
-there is no such thing as a bad animal. 

No tourist who comes to Africa would 
be caught dead without a camera, and 
the Congo has one of the happiest photo 
hunting grounds in the world. Thousands 
and thousands of acres of land have been 
set aside in what is known as Albert Na-

tional Park, where all animals, regard- 
less of race, creed or color, are protected 
by law. It’s against the law to kill as 
much as a mosquito in the park, but the 
Belgians so far have not imposed any 
such code on the animals, who are free 
to do what they want with the tourists. 
Strangely enough, the animals know 
they’re protected by law and don’t seem 
to begrudge the tourists a picture or two. 
But they hate to be taken advantage of, 
and if you hang around too long they

might chase you up a tree or down into 
an ant hill. We’ve learned a lot about 
photographing animals in the Albert Na- 
tional Park and perhaps we can pass on 
some information. 

Elephants don’t mind being photo- 
graphed at distances of more than thirty 
feet. Most of them will pose with their 
families, but when the female has been 
browbeating the male, then you may be 
in for trouble. The tell-tale sign is the 
elephant raising its ears. This is the time 
to fold up the camera and go home. 

If the elephant is crossing the road in 
either direction he has the right of the 
way. If he decides to sit in the middle of 
the road it is up to the automobile to 
make a detour. Insurance companies are 
very hard on people who run into ele- 
phants, and will not pay for any damage 
to your fender or the elephant’s trunk. 

Lions don’t mind being photographed 
at distances of from five to ten feet, pro- 
viding the cameraman stays in the car 
and doesn’t make any remarks about 
their manes. But they will not pose for 
photographs and under no conditions, 
except extreme hunger, will they roar 





for tourists. We have been told by game 
wardens that if you do anything to annoy 
the male lion the female will attack in 
rage. But if you annoy the female, the 
male will run away. We will not general- 
ize about any other species because of 
this interesting fact. 

Hippopotamuses can usually be found 
covered up with mud or water, and un- 
fortunately if you photograph them in 
this state they come out in the photos like 
gray rocks. It’s very hard to get a hippo 
out of the water for anything except food. 
They also like to sit in the middle of the 
road, and the same traffic rules apply to 
them as apply to elephants. 

Deer and antelope are very courteous 
to tourists and might even be considered 
on the hammy side (though they don’t 
taste like ham). They’re constantly pos- 
ing for photographs and using up peo- 
ple’s valuable color film which should be 
saved for the wilder animals, 

Wild boar, snakes and crocodiles are 
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camera shy and will snub tourists at the 
slightest opportunity. 

But the two animals that have almost 
a Communist hatred of American tour- 
ists are the rhino and the buffalo. These 
two animals are the meanest, most treach- 
erous, double-crossing, card-cheating, 
wife-stealing animals in the Congo. They 
go out of their way to be rude to people 
and, unlike the hyena, they have no 
sense of humor. 

There are no special instructions we 
can give you on photographing rhinos 
and buffalo. In the case of the latter you 
might have your camera set at £/16 and 
1/50th of a second, and the buffalo 


might decide to charge you at 1/200th of 
a second, leaving you completely under- 
exposed. This happened recently in the 
park. A tourist had a buffalo in his sights, 
and the buffalo had the tourist in his 
sights. They both focused at the same 
time and the buffalo charged. This com- 
plicated the depth of focus, as the tour- 
ist did not want a closeup of the buffalo. 

After his friends buried him they de- 
veloped the tourist’s film, and by some 
good fortune the buffalo was in focus. It 
was one of the best animal shots ever 
taken in the Albert National Park.—Art 
Buchwald

ARE NEW FILMS T00 FAST OUTDOORS? 


Yes, sometimes they are! But you 
can use these fast films in bright 
light if you shoot through a neu- 
tral density filter. Here’s how to 
do it with your camera. 


If you’ve only got one camera you 
may find yourself in a pickle with the 
new ultra-fast films like Kodak’s Tri-X 
and liford HP3. You’ve exposed part of 
your roll by dim light. The next day it’s 
bright and sunny and you want to shoot 
the remaining frames at the beach. What 
do you do to avoid overexposure? Set 
the camera at {/22 and 1/1000 second,

or higher? Well, even if your camera 
has these settings, most miniature cam- 
era lenses aren’t capable of their best 
optical performance at their smallest 
openings. Actually greatest sharpness is 
usually obtained at about two stops 
smaller than the largest opening. And

very small stops are impractical for 
another reason. How can you throw the 
background out of focus at £/22 to make 
your main subject stand out? 

Before you decide to ditch the left- 
-over frames on the fast roll and substi- 
tute some slower stuff, here’s a simple 
answer to the problem. Place a neutral 
density filter over the lens and cut down 
the amount of light reaching the film. 
Unlike colored filters, these “gray” neu- 
tral density filters don’t change the color 
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rendition of objects in the scene. And 
they make no appreciable difference in 
picture sharpness. Some neutral density 
filters we examined seemed to depart 
from true neutral—were blue in one 
density, yellowish in others. This doesn’t 
seem to make any real difference in 
ordinary black-and-white work. 


Which ones to choose 


The 2X, 4X and 8X neutral density 
filters are generally considered the most 
useful. The figures (or factors) stand 
for the number of times exposure should 
be increased (two times, four times, 
eight times). Translated into stops this 
means opening your lens aperture one, 
two and three stops respectively. 

Now to actual cases with a meter and 
fast film. Simply divide the Weston or 
ASA setting you’re using by the factor 
of your neutral density filter. Then set 
the meter to this adjusted rating and 
proceed as usual. If your meter setting 
is 400 and you’re using a 4X neutral 
density filter, the adjusted film rating
